Reissue Applications 



The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 37 CFR 
1.175(a)(1) andMPEP§ 1414. 

Claims 1-32 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

Claims 19-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 for lack of defect in the original patent 
and lack of error in obtaining the original patent. See MPEP 1450. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as originally filed fails to provide an adequate written description of the 
invention. There is no disclosure of a "circular or square" cross section of the tubular conduit 
disposed in the channel of the base member.

Claim Objections 



Claims 17-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 10 recites a "channel including a curved lower wall and a 
pair of side walls ..." and "a tubular fluid conduit . . . disposed in said channel" and "has a 
flattened surface." The recitation of the tubular conduit being "square" in claim 17 and "circular 
and square" in claims 17-18 is not fiirther limiting. 



A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
EagleMfg. Co., 151 U.S. IS6 (IS94); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 



Claims 10-17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 1-6. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that 
they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k). 

In claims 10-17, the recitation of "by being deformed using the channel as a mold" is 
considered to be a method limitation in an apparatus claim, which bears no patentable weight in

this instance. Similarly, in claims 1-6, the recitation of "by a friction fit formed between said 
side walls and said fluid conduit" is considered to be a method limitation in an apparatus claim. 
Clearly, there is no structural difference between the final products being claimed.
